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BOTH HOUSES ACT.

CONFERENCE REPORT ON VOLUN-
TEER BILL RUSHED THROUGH.,

WAS PASSED WITHOUT DEBATE.

T0 CONSIDER ARMY REORGANIZA-
TION BILL TO-DAY.

House Will Take It Up at 10 0'clock
This Morning—Sennte Held a Se-
cret Sesslon—Senntor Walt-
hail's Death An-
nounced.

wWashington, April Z=.—The house to-day
disployed 1= enthusinsm for the wur upon
which the country has entered, hy rughing
throuch without debate the conference re-
port ou the bill suthorizing the president
to eall out the volunteers, and agreeing,
by ununlmous consent, to meet st 19 o'clock
to-morrow to take up the considerution of
the army recrganization bill. The pissage
of the latter bill is considered imperatively
necessary by the war department. The
Patterson-Carmack contested election case
was disposed of, the sitting member, Mr.,
Carmnck, being given the sezt by a vote
of 186-118. Several Republicans voted with
the Democrats, and many aeclined to vote,
The Democrats were very bitter in their
denunclations of Mr. Patterson, who be-
longed to the gold wing of the party. Both
the contestant and contestee addressed the
house in their behalf,

Mr, Patter=on read his speech, which was
carefully prepared. It elicited frequent ap-
plause from the Republican side of the
house. He skeiched the history of the
fssue which had divided the Democratic
party, and explained his attitude toward
the Chicago platform. He had belleved, ha
sild, that the gold standard was na2cessary
to the maintenance of the public credit and
the national honor. He believed the tri-
umph of free silver would be a catastrophe
1o the country, and so believing, had placed
fealty to the country above party feally.
He could not surrender his convictions, and
he was willing to take the consequences,
Those who were so anxious to retire him
to private life, he sald, were mnot more
anxious than he, He was willlng to allow
the fature to vindicate his course. He who
keld first to duty as God gave him light,
he belleved, did not live In valn.

Mr. Allen, Democrat, of Mississippl, who
followed Mr. Patterson, sald he had never
before heard & more glowing eulogy to the
patriotism and statesmanshlp of any man
than Mr. Patterson had just dellvered up-
on himself,

Mr. Carmack, the sitting member, closed
in his own behalf. His denunclation of
Mr. Patterson was scathing. He declared
that the contestant was an object of pity
rother than contempt as he descended to
the depths of infamy. But a few yeurs
ago, sald he, Mr. Patterson had stood up-
on this floor denouncing slanders which
he now repeated amid the plaudits of those
whom he then opposed.

Messrs, White, Republican, of North
Carolina, and Cochran, Republican, of
New York, also spoke on the election case.
Before the vote was taken Mr. Hull, Re-
publican, of Jowa, chairman of the com-
mittea on milltary affulrs, asked unani-
mous consent that the house meet at 10
o'clock to-morrow in order to expedite the
passige of the army reorganization bill
He read a telegram just recelved from
the secretary of war, which stated that
the prompt passage of that bill was re-
garded us a matter of supreme Importance.
The bill was so clearly related to the vol-
unteer army bill, he sald, that the passage
of both was an urgent necessity. There

was no ohjection and the order was made.
The vote wus then taken on the contest-

ed election cuse, tirst on the minority reso-
Jutlons declaring the sitting member, Mr.
Carmack, entitied 1o the seat.

The minority resolutlons declaring Mr.

Carmack, the sitting member, entitled to
he seatl, were substituted for those of the
majority—139 10 13, The resolutions were
then adopted—135 to 115,

The Democrats greeted the announce-
ment with a great demonstration of ap-
proval.  Six Republicans wvoted with the
Democrats, but quite a number refrained
from wvoting.

The s=ennte resolutions announcing the
death of Senator Walthall, of Mississippl,
were presented, together with the invita-
tion of the senate requesting the house to
uttend the funeral In a body. The
Jutions were adopted and the invitation
wax aocepled on motlon of Mr. Allen, of
Missizsippl. The speaker appointed Messrs.
Allen, Fox, Henry, Love, Sullivan apd
Williams=, of Mississippl: Bartlett, of
Georgia: Spalding, of Michigan, and John-

HAWAII MAY BE SEIZED.

Senator Davia Belleves Strategic Im-
roriance of the Inlands Would
Juntify It.

Washilngton, April 22—Members of
senile committee on forelgn relations
generally without informsation as to the
plans of the administration in Hawali, but
some of them Indorse the idea of securing
the Pacific islands by seizure at this time
in wiew of their strategic Iimportance,
Senator Davis, chalrman of the committee,
i{s among those who hold this view. He
said to-day that he considered that the
United States would be entirely justified
in taking the islands In case of war as
4 war measure.

“They would,” he sald, “Le necessary for
our own defense and we would be justi-
fied In the seizure at such time lo prevent
thelr falling into the hands of our enemies,
to whom they would be invaluable, What
is to prevent Spain's sending a cruiser to
Honolulu and seizing the country together
with our property interests there, Includ-
ing our coal, of which I understand we
have quite a supply in the islands? Fur-
thermore, there are in Howail many Amer-
lean citizens whose interests it is neces-
sary we should protect. For these and
other reasons I should indorse the taking
possession of the islands by the United
States In time of war with another coun-
try into whose hands they might fall, We
of course know that the Hawailan govern-
ment is friendly to annexation, so that
acquirement by this means would not be
so violent a proceeding as it might seem
under other circumstances.”

It is held that In case possession were
acquired In this way there would be no
necessity for confirmatory action by con-
ETeES,

San Francisco, April 22.—Advices from
Honolulu, under date of 1lith inst, stale
a rumor that Minister Sewell and Admiral
Miller will take formal possession of the
{slands in the name of the United States
as & coallng station on the 15th. It was
impcssible to confirm the rumor before the
steamer Rio Janeiro left Honolulu.

POPULISTS LACKED POWDER.

That Is Why the Kansas Officials De-
layed the Firing of a Na-
tional Salute.

Topeka, Kas,, April 22.—(Special.) News
finally reached the Populist administration
at the state house about 11 to-day that a
state of war exists between the TUnited
States and Spain, and in order to let the
people of Topeka know that they knew It
the state officlals ordered the adjutant gen-
eral to fire one salute at noon. The old
cannon was run out of the shed and every-
thing was placed In readiness to fire the
salute at high noon. Just before the shot
wis 1o be fired some of the officiuls con-
cluded that probably It would take some
powder. A couple of officers were detailed
to get the explosive. They could not find
any In town, and had to wait until a local
merchant went out to the powder maugazine
about three miles from the city to get
some. The team got stuck in the mud
and did not get back to town until 2:30, An
old anvil was procured from @ nearby
blncksmith shop, and a slute was fired

anyhow.

At 3 o'clock a national salue of twenty-
one guns was fired while the flag was run
to the top of the flagpole on the state
house dome.

BONDS FOR SCHOOL FUND.

Of Lincoln Township, Reno County,

slate school fund commissioners to-day
purchased §10,000 of bonds from Lincoln
township, Reno county, $4,000 of Junction
City municipal bonds and $2,000 of Winfield
city bonds. There will be no more pur-
chases made now for the present. The
commissioners will save up enough money
to purchase the $4,000 state refunding bonds
which will be issued in July. They now
have 0000 In cash and say that they will
Eet enough In to take up the state bonds
without any trouble. The commissioners
have promised to buy $0.000 Chanutaukun
county bonds and $10,000 of Cherryvale city
bonds during the month of July.  They are
ilso on a deal to buy 550000 of Rooks coun-
ty refunding bonds,

Bome of the counties which have more
money than they know what to do with
will likely inslst on taking up bonds held
by the state school fund before they fall
due. The Inw gives them the right to do it.
Superintendent Stryker saye 1 number of
countles have written In notifving him that
they propose to pay off their bonds on
July 1. Some of the bonds, he says, run for
five and six years yet.

AMERICA'S MASTERLY STROKE IN
DIFLOMACY.

PLEDGE TO NOT PRIVATEER.

VERY SATISFACTORY TO INTERESTS
OF THE POWERS.

Places Spain on the Defennive and

She Muost Hepeat These Ansur=
ances or Allenate the
Friendnhip of
Earope,

New York, April Z.—A dispatch to the
Tribune from London says:

The announcement that the Ulnted
States, in the event of hostilitles, will not
resort to privateering and will be governed
by tha four rules of the declaration of
Paris, Is considered a masterly stroke in
diplomatic circles. While English sympa-
thy has been with America from first to
last, Spain has gained some tactical ad-
vantage, as negotiations have proceeded.
The point has been scored, not by many,
but by a few English journals that while
Spain has made a series of concessions to
America, congress Iin the end has compelled
her to fight. All the continental journals
have agreed In describing the negotiations
as one-sided, with Spain in the position of
offering one sacrifice after another without
appeasing American opinion. It was im-
purtant that the state department, while
justifving war on humane principles, ehould
restrict the area of disturbance as much as
possible and guarantee security for nutral
commercial interests.

This has been done by the officlal an-
nouncement from Washington that the gov-
ernment will adhere to the principles of the
declaration of Puaris of 1556, Nothing could
be more satisfactory to English, German
and French commercial Interests. It is a
pledge that the United States will respect
the four rules of the decluration of Paris,
disecuntenance privateering, protect neutral
goods under any flug, and the enemy’'s
goods under a neutral flug, with the single
exception of contrauband of war, and recog-
nize the necessity of making a blockade
effective in order to render these Linding.
Ths four pledges will be the safeguards of
European commerce during the Ilmpending
WAr.

So far as the American practice is con-
corned Spain will be placed on the defensive,
She will be compelled to respect these as-
surances or else alienate European sympa-
thy. The judgement expressed in diplo-
matie circles is that the state department
has adopted a course which will embar-
ass Spaln, concillate the commercial and
mercantile clnsses of Englind and the con-
tinent and strengthen the position of the
United States, Every one of the four rule§
of the declaration of Parls Is In favor of
America in the event of hostilities. Diplo-
mats perceive at once that America has
nothing to lose and much 8o gain from the
abolition of privateering and the protection
of neutral commerce and private property
under any flag, and the establishment of
the principles that a blockade, in order to
be binding, must be effective. It would be
to the manifest advantage of the United
States If both belligerents were under obli-
gations to respect the decluration of Paris,
Tha state department, by taking high
ground In the Interest of clvilization may
foree Spaln to follow it. 1f Spair draws
back owing to a wanton desire to capture
and destroy private property at sea, it will
be an offense agalnst the commercial inter.
ests and moral opinion of Europe,

This Is the judgment of diplomats, mem-
bers of parliament and representatives of
mercantile England, and they sincerely

Notwithstanding Mr. Balfour’s non-com-
mital reply in the commong, nothing can
be plainer than the fact that all supplies
of coal consigned to the Spanish West In-
dles will be contraband of war, because
obvlously designed for use of the fleet,
hope that the announcement of the depart-
ment's Intention in to-day's papers will be
followed by similar assurances from Spaln.
It cannot be doubted that the adherence of
the United States to the declaration of
Paris will strengthen English feeling in fa-
vor of America and grea*ly impair the anti-
American sentiment prevalling on the con-
tinent. It will be an appeal to self-inter-
est all around, yet will have a moral justi-
ficntion in the promotion of the high ends
of civilization.

Mr. Balfour only needs an assurance of
this kind in order to authorize a rigorous
enforcement of the neutralily acts, which
will shut the Spanish flect out of British
conling stations and cripple it. The dec-
Inration of Paris leaves contraband of war
an uncertain quantity to be determined
by prize courts; but Great Britaln, which
will have the decisive Influence in regulat-
ing meutral obligations in the impending
conflict, has an interest of her own iIn
clussing conl In that category. With coal
contraband of war and British ports vir-
tnally closed agalnst Spanlsh crulsers and
privateers, the naval war will not be a long
one.
since fuel Is not used there, either for
heating or manufacturing purposes.

The confirmation of ministers of the re-
ports of the attitude of the United States
respecting the four rules of the declara-
tlon of Puris was greeted with hearty
cheers by the members of parllament.
in spite of the hope expressed by Mr. Ral-
four and the uattorney general that the
Madrid government would be willlng to
give its adherence to the same principles
respecting neutral goods, and possibly pri-
vateering as welll Indeod, the opinion was
expressed hy members that without pri-
vateering the war would be ended before
it wus fairly begun by Spain.

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BRADSTREET'S REVIEW.

Says Trade Exhibits the Characteris-
ties Usmally Exhibited Just
Before a War.

New York, April 22.—Bradstreet’s to-mor-
row will say:

General trade and speculation this week
have exhibited most of the characteristics
which have become popularly® associated
with the near approach of hostllities, While
there [s reported a further quieting of
distributive trade in some lines at the
East and South, traceable almost directly
to anticvipated warlike conditions, there is
a lack of regularity even in the reports
from those centers which serve to show
that now that the uncertainty so long pre-
vaililng has been dispelled, trade condi-
tions are being shaped to the new order of
things. There {8 consequently greatly in-
creased activity in many special lines at
the seaboard, accompanled by exclted
markets and heavy price advances. While
trade in the interior sympathizes to a cer-
tain extent with this price movement, there
is stlll a perceptibly good trade entirely
outside of this, which serves to prove (hat
the pros t of war has not had nearly as
much effect Inland as it had on the coast.

In commercial lines this week much in-
terest and activity has been manifested In
tha speculative and actual demand for
leading staples, such as wheat, corn, oats
flour, coffee, sugar, most pork products
and cotton. A reflection of this active de-
mand, which had its rise, so far a=s wheat
and cotton are concerned, amung foreign
buyers, who wish to anticipate any Sos-
sible interruption eof supplies, Is found in
the movement of prices which, for the
first time for many weeks past, shows a
general upward tendency.

The advances In coffes, sugar and rice
are directly traceable to war influences,
marking as they do, either a desire on the

of domestic buyers tc protect them-
selves agalnst any possible interroption of
supplles or the anticipated levying of tax-
ation to meet the increased outlays of the
government. Careful search among the
quotations for staple products falls to re-
veal any Iimportant declines In prices out-
side of a fractional marking down of steel
billets at xome markets,

The check to export trade at somg ports,

notably at the Bouth, is reflected In tem-
porarily smaller shipments of wheat, corn
and flour. The total shipments of wheat
(flour included) this week aggremate 3,22,-
16 bushels against 452532 bushels lInst
week; 1,664,658 bushels in this week a year
ago, 125,000 Lushels in 1895, 2.451.000 bushels
in 18% and 2,727,000 bushels in 1894,

of transportation.

It is claimed that Shelton defrauded near-
Iy every Western road out of Lransportia-
tion. He would make application to the
general offices for transportiation on ac-
count of some paper, often one with which
he was In no wuay connected, and when
he secured the pass he would dispose of
it b?' sale.

Hia operatione extended over several
years, and the rallroad officers themsalves
do not know to what an extent Shelton
fmpo=zed upon them. He was indleted on
account of attempting to sicure a Isaas from
the Denver & Rlo Grande raiiroad.
